Parking was again the opening and 
closing topic of discussion Tuesday 
night as the Elba City Council met to 
conduct city business.

WINTER CLOTHES

Carter Extends 


Farm Loan 
Program 


President Carter has 
signed legislation extending 
the Farmers Home Adminis- 
tration Economic Emergency 
Loan Program until Septem- 


ber 30, 1981. The program 
was due to expire on May 15 
this year. 


Elizabeth H. Wright, 
Farmers Home Administra- 
tion (FmHA) State Director, 


said ‘President Carter's 
action will enable us to 
continue the Economic 


, Emergency (EE) Program, 


not only through the remain- 
der of this year, but through 
the next fiscal year as well. 


Although the EE Program . 


was not due to end until May 
15, we were just about out of 
funds when the President 
signed the bill on March 30."’ 

The EE Program provides 
direct or guaranteed loans to 
farmers and ranchers who 
suffer economic hardship be- 
cause of area or national 
economic conditions beyond 
their control. .FmHA provid- 
ed 345 loans totaling 
$22,967,120 in Economic 
Emergency assistance to 
Alabama farmers last year. 

Mrs. Wright said the new 
law immediately increases 
the ceiling on outstanding 
principle for EE loans nat- 
ionwide from $4 billion to $6 
billion. FmHA has already 
obligated the S4 _ billion 
authorized under the Agri- 
culture Credit Act of 1978. 
The additional $2 billion will 
be allocated to the states, 
about half of it for use this 
year. 

The new law requires that 
stronger ‘‘credit elsewhere’’ 
criteria be enforced before an 
EE loan can be approved. 
Any application for an in- 
sured loan of $300,000 or 
more must be accompanied 
by letters from at least two 
private lenders explaining 
why they turned down the 
request for a loan. FmHA 
expects to issue the strength- 
ened regulations within 30 to 
60 days. 

The new law also requires 
the Secretary of Agriculture 
to conduct a comprehensive 
study of the EE Loan Pro- 
gram and to recommend to 
Congress by March 31, 1981, 
whether or not the program 
should be extended beyond 
the September 30, 1981, 
expiration date,

WHAT'S AHEAD 


One of my good friend, 
called me and said, ‘‘Tom, 
what's going to happen to 
the hog business?’’ My 
answer was that if history 
repeats itself, 1981 will be a 
good year for Coffee County 
hog producers. Throughout 
the nation hog numbers have 
build up. Experts thought 
the price slump would occur 
last September, but we think 
the lowest prices are oc- 
curring now. 

What's happening now in 
hog prices has been occur-. 
ring for over 100 years-- 
prices get good, growers 
expand, and we simply 
produce too much pork. Then 
many growers sell sows and 
go out of business or cut 
back. Then in a few months, 
pig numbers go down and 
prices go back up. The cycle 
just simply keeps repeating 
itself every three to four 
years. 

I wish the stores would 
stop trying to make a killing 
on this delicious pork and get 
the firice low enough to move 
it to the customer. I don’t see 
much difference in the price 
now than it was several 
months ago when hogs were 
bringing 20 cents a pound 
more than they are now. 
What about it, wholesalers 
and retailers?? €

CATTLE OUTLOOK 

Cattle prices have de- 
creased dramatically on the 
kind of calves we grow here 
in Coffee County. Beef cattle 
experts »say that feed lot 
operators in the West and 
high plains are very reluctant 
to put cattle on feed. Two 
things have happened: first, 
feeder cattle prices have 
increased very rapidly over 
the past few months. This, 
plus the dramatic increase in 
the interest rates, wiped out 
the finishers profit margin. 
While this was happening, 
the finishers could not see an 
increase in the price they 
would receive for fed cattle, 
so cattle feeding has slowed 
drastically in the last thirty 
days. 

Most of our young calves, 
plus some of our stocker 
cattle, go to the feed lots, In 
other words, at the present 
time there is not as much 
demand for our calves as 
there was a couple of months 
ago. 

This is an unuSual situa- 
tion in that we have had a 
dramatic decrease in the 
price of these young calves 
and stockers which is 
unreleated to the numbers on 
hand, It is very unusual to 
have a decrease in the price 
of these cattle at this time of 
year. We are in a time of 
unprecedented changel!

SOIL CONSERVATION 
NEWS

FARM PONDS 

Mrs. Mary Hooks of Elba 
recently built a family pond 
on her farm, The one-acre 
pond will be used for recrea- 
tion and livestock water. 
Mrs. Hooks received assist- 
ance from the Soil Conserva- 
tion Service in design and 
construction. She plans to 
stock her pond with channel 
catfish. 

When stocking catfish, 
the pond should be clear of 
trees and brush, All stumps 
and snags should be re- 
moved from the bottom of 
the pond, Such debris 
interferes with management. 

Channel catfish should be 
stocked at the rate of 700 to 
2000 fingerlings per acre. If 
the pond depends only on 
runoff water, then stock only 
700 to 1000 fingerlings per 
acre. If the pond has a live 
stream, flowing springs or 
wells to provide adequate 
supply of high quality water, 
1500 to 2000 fingerlings per 
acre can be stocked. A few of 
the local catfish fimgerling 
producers are:

Although fingerlings may 
be stocked at any time, the 
recommended time is be- 
tween October 15 to March 1. 
During the period of Novem- 
ber 1 to March 1, catfish 
should be fed every other day 
at the rate of 1 pound for 
every 100 pounds of catfish. 
To determine the _ total 
weight of fish in the pond, 
take a sample of fish from the 
pond every 2 or 3 weeks. 
Weigh the fish and deter- 
mine the average weight, 
then multiply that by the 
number of fish stocked per 
acre. From March 1 to 
November 1 or until the 
water cools below 60 degrees 
F. in the fall, feed daily 3 Ibs. 
of feed for every 100 Ibs. of 
catfish. Feeding should be 
done the same time and 
place every day, either early 
in the morning or late in the 
afternoon, which is the best 
time to feed catfish. Avoid 
over-feeding. 

A number of commercial 
feeds for channel catfish are 
now available. Pelleted 
floating feeds offer many 
advantages over sinking pel- 
leted feeds. They offer an

opportunity to see the catfish 
at feeding time. Farmers can 
determine how much to feed 
by the aggressiveness of 
eating. Ifthe fish do not feed 
at all, it should be considered 
as a warning that something

TILL DOUBLE

One of the exciting ad- 
vantages of no-till planting is 
its versatility. The no-till 
planter can be used in a 
double cropping rotation of 
wheat, rye or oats as a winter 
small grain, and either soy- 
beans,or grain sorghum as a 
summer crop. The grain 
sorghum or soybeans are 
planted immediately follow- 
ing the harvest of the small 
grain crop; this takes advan- 
tage of the cool, moist 
condition that exists under 
the heavy stubble of the 
small grain. The result is an 
almost immediate stand of 
the new crop. 

- Gerrell Harden, who has 
used the no-till planting 
system for over ten years, 
says that if there is enough 
moisture in the soil to chisel 
the land, you can use the 
no-till planter and get imme- 
diate germination’ of your 
seed in most cases. How- 
ever, using the conventional 
system with several tillage 
operations, the moisture is 
lost when the soil is exposed, 
and you will have to wait for 
a shower before planting. 
Many times the no-till plant- 
ed crop is 12 to 15 inches 
high before the conventional 
planted equivalent is crack- 
ing the ground. Which would 
you rather have? 

Double cropping of corn 
is possible behind winter 
grazing which is also a good 
rotation. This year Kenneth 
and Karl Sanders have over 


180 acres of corn planted in, 


small grain. I discussed this 
with Kenneth this week, and 
he said the corn was growing 
vigorously and they had no 
washes in these fields as a 
result of the heavy rains - 
another big plus for no-till. 

Danny Mock, Fairview, is 
planning to no-till soybeans 
in over 180 acres of wheat 
stubble. Many farmers in 
the county are realizing the 
advantages of the no-till 
system; however, the no-till 
planter is not well-suited for 
fields with tough weed prob- 
lems, such as common Ber- 
mudagrass, Johnsongrass or 
Buffalo grass. If you have 
these problem grasses, it is 
best to correct these prob- 
lems while using convention- 
al planting system. How- 
ever, once you're rid of these 
problem weeds, you can go 
ahead with the no-till sys- 
tem.
